Private enterprise, that can feel the joy of progress and of 
serving an appreciative clientele, and compete fairly with other 
I ival agencies, has built up the American telephone, the American 
railroad, American public utilities and the whole American habit 
of competitive, progressive business thought. 
Such service as rendered on this Salem-San Francisco phone 
call is a tribute to the whole American system of encouraging 
and rewarding individual enterprise.
